This bill changes concealed handgun permit application provisions.

Currently, if a concealed handgun permit applicant is a member of the United States Armed Forces, then he or she is considered a
resident of this state after he or she has been stationed at a military installation in this state even though he or she maintains a
residence in another state. This bill would expand this provision to spouses.

Additionally, a concealed handgun permit applicant must be a citizen of the United States. This bill adds “or an alien lawfully in the
United States”.

It appears that this bill will not have a fiscal impact on the state or political subdivisions.

The Nebraska State Patrol estimates no fiscal impact from this bill.
